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OHA1TER XiA 
Karl M ..„ A,T>. 1711-17M. 

The Archduite Karl was still at 
Bsree5o== when he hssTi the- aews oi 
his brother's death, which gave him 
all the hereditary possessions of the 
House of liapsburg._He sailed at oa-* 
for Gecoa^ wnils_iTince Eugene so 
deal!, wiih ihe jQieciors that they 
chose Karl Emperor, and ha was 
crosmed at Fraiifort, and afterwards 
as King of Hungary at Presburg. 

But the crowns of the Empire and 
of Spain were not to be Joined again 
by another Karl. The power of the 
Marlborough war-party was over TUth 
Queen Anne of England, and the Earl 
o£ Oxford thought tt would he belter 
to let Philip of France keep Spain, 
and *hat old Louis XIV. ought not to 
be pushed any further. Karl meant, 
however, to fight on, and sent Eugene 
to England to try to persuade Queen 
Anne to continue tbe fsr, hsl the 
Savoyard was not courtly enough to 
please her, and people in London were 
disappointed to see a little, dry, In- 
slgniflcaut-loolclng elderly man Instead 
of the hero they eipected. He gained 
nothing by his visit bat a dlamo&d- 
hilted Eworrt for himself, and the Eng- 
lish and Dutch tramp were "ithdra-sn 

Then he tried to stir np the. Ger- 
mans to iorce i^ouis XTV. into giving 
up ail that Stance had seized during 
that long reign ; but, ssy wh=± hs 
would, nobody moved, and at last Ksri 
consented to make peace. He gave 

::r. sU ?iSi= XO Spiia, tit Se kept the 

Netherlands, which had belonged to 
tbe Spanish line every since tbe mar- 
riage of Philip the Handsome anil 
Juana the ^ftd. and the fortresses nf 
Breisach, Frlburg, and Kehl were re- 
quired to Germany. The Island of Sar- 
dinia was also given up to him, and 
Sicily ^?as given la the Duke of Savoy, 
while tin riaim c* the HJ=g of Prussia 
to Neufchatei iu Switzerland —as ac- 
knnwioclged. This peace, which fin- 
ished the war of the Spanish succes- 
sion, is called the Peace of Utrecht, 
and was signed In September, 1713. 

Victor Amadeas of Savoy found 
Sicily too far from his dukedom, so 
he exchanged It with the Emperor for 
Sardinia, and took the title of King 
ocjbe last-mentioned isle. 

The Electors of Bavaria and Koln 
were pardoned and returned to their 
■Sarins, and the ne=t year another sec- 
tor became a King, when George of 
Brnnswfcfc, Elector of Hanover, ob- 
tained tho crown of England through 
the Act Of SeLiietuelit, which shut out 
Roman Catholic heirs. It must have 
been a misfortune to Koln to have 
such an Archbishop as their Elector 
restored, for he had no notion of the 
duties of bis office. 

His nephew, Karl Albrecht ■:•? Ba- 
varia, and bis wife, lived disgraceful 
lives, given up to pleasure. They were 
great hunters, and tin; i- .ny kept 
twelve dogs always close ■.- her bed- 
room, and two In It. and flha not only 
beat her dogs, hut her courtiers, with 
her own hand. 

The Mariigraf of Baden, Karl, who 
built KarlruhB, was another byword 
for gross self-indulgence ; and the 
most respectable court among the 
German princes was that of Friedrich 
Wlihelm II., King nf Prussia. He was 
a rough, plain, religiouB mart, but «ith 
the taste and manner of a drill-ser- 
geant He caren for nothing so much 
as his army, and for getting a set of 
giants for his guaorda ; he carried on 
business with hla ministers and gen- 
erals Bitting at a table, smoking their 
pipes over tankards of beer. He, so 
hated French politeness and the rices 
which had come In with It, that he 
was perfectly brutal In his manners to 
his wife aiiu daughters, and greatly 
misused his clover Hon Frlodrieh, who 
had a passion for everything French. 
When the young man tried to escape 
with his friend, Lieutenant Katt, they 
were sfli'uu, and treated «j» fleserters. 
Katt was shot, and Frledricb forced 
to stand and see his friend's death ; 
after which be had a ions imprison- 
ment, till, when his father forgave

Trinidad's Pitch Lake. 

Tho Colony of Trinidad had a never- 
falllng source of rovenue in the as- 
phalt lake, a body of asphalt 108 acres 
in extent. 

On arriving at the little town of La 
Brea, one Is at once introduced to a 
new feature of Nature's supplies. In- 
stead of stepping ashoro on the ordin- 
ary terra Anna, we land on a bed of 
pitch, washed clean by the sea. Pro- 
ceeding in quest f Army hualness, 
we t^amp over a continuous space of 
dead-like soil. There Is practically 
no variety, only a flat surface, and 
everywhere Is pitch, within the dls- 
tanee of a mile at any rate. The 
houses have only one foundation— 
plteh ; trees are at a premium, and 
flowers there are none. Whilst not 
yet on the mke proper, In and around 
tho houses we notice pits where men 
are busy digging, and carts are plying 
to and fro with the strange material. 

In a short time we arrive at the 
extensive lake. It could not be termed 
otherwise, aa it is verily a lake of 
pitch, there being no dirt or waste of 
any kind, and all that Is required is 
tho means to convey the asphalt to 
the boats In order to esport the pe- 
culiar product to tliu sixcets and walks 
of the towns and homes of the Amer- 
ican, Britisher, and wherever it rnigut 
be taken. 

There are men at work, diggers and 
carriers. The men with the picks 
easily kesp some hundred men filling 
the waggons and trucks, by whleh 
means It Is conveyed by eable pulleys 
to the ships. 

Tbfl H pi>i at whleh these men are 
working has heen the scene of many 
long days of toll, and yet, on eaeh 
Hunoeedisg day, the men arrive to and 
the bed leve! with no trace of the 
previous day's export.

The St. John Dally Telegraph 
aHlced General Booth what he 
had to say regarding " the boy 
prohlom," which Is of so much Interest 
to -St. John at present. K«id what 
he said : 

"A boy had hetter go to hell Ignorant 
than with his head full of knowledge. 
Education won't save from tho devil, 
for the most desperate of sinners have 
been the greatest scholars and have 
fallen to the lowest depths. Religion 
Is not a thing of the head, but of the 
heart. 

"Boys want taking hold of, and I 
know of no other way to get hold of 
thom except by offering such thiugs 
as will attract them. Religion has no 
attraction for boys, hut all things done 
to amuse end interest them must lead 
up to religion.

A boy Is often im- 
pressed with earthly advantages when 
he can't, pro the ovnrlnoMni'' advant- 
ages wblch flow from God. 

Have Much Patience. 

" Humsn np.t»re hardly se^ms *« 
have patience enough In dealing with 
the bovR and girls, -vyhal if they do 
tall back time and again ? Isn't that 
all the more reason for the exercise 
of greater love and patience ? 

"Create within fhn. beys good de 
sires. There are various "wrvh i« hp. 
compllsh this with a claRS-'of hoys, 
though B0 per cent, may be worse than 
before lu v. month's Mme, The;: 
as a rule, they are pronounced wholly 
bad. LadH don't understand hypoc- 
risy ; they can't play douhle, and 
many In the homes have the letter of 
religion always hefore them, without 
the spirit. They see all this, and it 
leaves its lasting impress. Undue 
ramiltarlty breeds coctsmpt, and a boy 
who in this way has become familiar 
with the great doctrines Is handieapi- 
ped. 

" If a man goes Into a meeting 

his iliront. he come out bating It 
worse than when he went !n. Unless 
there Is something done to attract and 
amuse the man he never goes back — 
why should the boy ? 

iniiai h'ave Excitement. 

"The world le full of ascltemont, and 
the poor, tolling, struggling masses 
with tholr aching, weary hearts, wili 
not go to a place unless there Is some- 
thing to soothe and make life more 
endurable. 

"People must have excitoment. If 
they don't get It r.nn wn y they v,-ill 
another, and yet they are" damned'if 
they get it in religion ! 

"Man doesn't live by bread alone, 
he must have something to entertain 
his Kind, to amuse and e'mtiLy. and if 
you won't give It to him In religion. 
tnen he must have It somewhere else. 

"The boy question Is a difficult prob- 
lem. 1 was talking this matter over 
with my son just before I lort, nnri wo 
decided. Lhe only way to effectively 
handle this question was to get hold 
of the newsboys, which number some 
7,000 or 8,000 In London, and set the— 
to allow us to become their hankers, 
nnd In this manner help them aloug 
and_keep them out uf the streets. 

"■mere seems at present to be ttu 
epidemic In that direction throughout 
the civilized world. Juvenile criminal- 
ity in Increasing in Furls aud London 
and tho other largo cities of thp Old 
Country. Gangs of youug hoys, vary- 
ing in age from 12 to 20, prowl about 
tbe streets and commit all manner of 
offences, so terrifying ordinary people 
that they are afraid to be out. P ff Pr 
any late hour of the night, and by 
them some dreadful things have been 
*done. 

"To effect a reform in this direction 

been nicknamed 'Hoollgane,' and our 
efforts through theso meetings have 
been ir.et with some success.

In spite 
of It ill, "imj A Taut :" was tnelr 
motto, and forw ard, step by step; they 
advanced. Even when tbe GoHaiba 
of Infidelity stride across the track, 
and tiiou the flery furnace of per- 
secution -5:35 >-?£te-3 to the higSfesi 

Government decrees put a dungeon 
penalty on every prayer meeting and 
every effort te save the lost, though 
oppressed by policemen and 
Lload-Tniraty "nebs, 
and though expulsion and exile eought 
to shut out the message of salvation 
from cities and sspls, God gave them 
the victory and iielped them to march 
"En Avant !" Wherever the Army 
methods have been brought to bear 
upon the kingdoms of darkness, God 
has honored them -with snecess. 

Detailed HCMinntn of these five years 
of warfare, of expulsions, Imprison- 



ments, assaults, of Government and 
hand-to-band peraeeutlons would fill 
a volume, yet our story would not be 
complete without some further, refer- 
ence to the early struggles.

PRAYER.— No. 1. 



My Dear Coicrados, — 

I wrote you two letters on this 
subject some time ago, but so closely 
allied Is it to your peace, poiwer, and 
usefulness, that I feel constrained to 
say something further on the same 
theme. 

In the letters to which I have Just 
referred, i dwelt on some of the more 
Important subjects for which we odght 
■to pray, and gave some reasons tor 
doing so. In this letter I want to 
speaK of the meaner yau should ap- 
proach God in order to secure the 
Dlesslngs you desire. 

To is able to pray bo as not only 
to reach the ear and move the heart 
of God, hut to ensure tho bestow ment 
of the blessings for which you ask. Is 
a very wouderful gift 

God has manifested the satisfaction 
with which He regards that kind of 
prayer by the marvelous answers He 
has given to It all the way down the 
stream of history. All good men enjoy 
a measure of the gift and covet much 
more. 

Bad men fear It and stand In dread 
of those whom they have reason to be- 
lieve possess It, 1'ne fervent effectual 
prevailing prayer, of which the Apns- 
tie James ape&kti, is altogether a won- 
ilsrf-j: thin£. Of It the old hymn-writer 
says — 

"Prayer makes the darkest cloud with- 
draw, 
Prayer enmbs the ladder Jacoh saw, 
And Saiiin iremMes wses se sees 
The weakest saint upon his knees." 

To try and show you Ww you can 
offer that kind of a prayer Is, then, 
the object of this letter. My task b 
rather occult I need not sa> that 
you wul make little progress unless 
you already possess that Spirit which 
cornea wltfc the New Heart, and which 
causes the soul to cry out, ' " Abba 
Father, my Lord and my God." 1 
shall assume that you possess this 
Divine Instinct and that you do her* 
and now join me In the request — 
"O T : -'0" bv -whom sa cc^se ts Qc£. 

The Lite, the Truth, the Way 1 
The rath of prayer Thyself hast trod : 

Lord, teach us Mbw to pray." 

T&p're arc'diSerest kinds of prayer 
— thai, is to say. occasion, and rha 
circumstances of those offering prayer 
differing, reader the character of 
their prayers different The prayer 
of th* publican in the temple, and the 
dying cry of the thief on the cross 
were called forth tiy different circum- 
stances from that of Elijah when he 
lay prostrate on Mount Csxmel calling 
on Gcd lor rain on the dried-np hiHs 
and v.Uleys of Judea. 

Sot-:-, I want specially to speak of 
what we call private rrayer — that is, 
the prayer tiat *vety one of your 
soldiers may he aupposad to otter day 
hy day-j car every morning or evening. 
Such prayer ought, I think, to have 
in It seven different points. You might 
call It a ladder of seven different 
rounds, reaching from earth to heaven, 
up which every soldier climbs, as I 
have said. Into tho very presence of 
his Maker every day. 

1. Now, the first rauno: of my ladder 
I will call Reality. That is, be real, 
be in earnest when you seek to ap- 
prusch -God.- Bs^ars uf lOriiiaiiLj. In 
no exercise of religion Is there more 
danger of formality than in prayer, 
and in no exorcise is formality a great- 
er enemy of usefulness. Beware of it. 
Shake yonrself np by reminding your- 
self tsat you ars going Into the very 
presence of God In order that you may 
speak directly to Hlui on matters that 
concern r-oionly your own rlchent well- 
being, bnt thai or those nearest ant! 
dearest to you.. 

Perhaps you may say, "Am I not 
always In the presence of God ?" Yes, ■ 
you are, and yon cannot by any 

in Him you live and move And have 
your being. But still, the soul can, by 
Its own choice and purpose, enter 
Into the holy of toolles and come more 

Uitrf?r^l!»rlw *n T?|^ e^??** f?*t.' 

That is what Is done In real prayer, 
and you do not want to engage in 
the form of prayer" unless It Is a real 



coming before God. Therefore im- 
press this upon your mind. 

And you may also say to me, "Does 
not the apostle tell me that i am to 
be always praying ?" Yes, he does. 
He says. "Pray without ceasing," 
which I take to mean that you are to 
live all the time In the spirit of holy 
communion; with your Heavenly Fa- 
ther. Tbat Is, to live so that prayer 
shall never be out of harmony with 
your feelings. 

But then the duties or your daily lite, 
and the lawful anxieties you are com- 
pelled to feel about the Salvation war 
and other things, must necessarily 
occupy your attention to a great ex- 
tent But when you wish especially 
to commune with God you must turn 
aside, as Moses did in the wilderness, 
to do so. You will remember tbat 
he took off hla shoes, and spoke to 
God, who appeared to him In a burn- 
ing bush. If you turn asido from your 
cares and anxieties, and prostrate 
yourself before God in the same spirit. 
He will hear your petitions and an- 
swer them. Therefore, remind your- 
self of the Importance of the action 
wheu you how yourself In prayer. 

Then you must begin your prayers 
by putting your soul Into actual com- 
munion with God. When I approach 
God I sever feel that I am really 
praying until I am able to realize that 
I have, as It were, attracted tse a'- 
tention of God ; and that I am speak- 
ing actually to Him, and that Ho ia 
listening to what I say. Tbat Is what 
I sometimes call, in a telegraphic 
phrase, being "switched on." 

Perhaps you will Know that, wten 
you want to speak to anyone ia same 
distant town, through the telephone, 
you ask the Central Office Exchange 
to connect tho wire through wbich you 
are speaking with the wire of the 
office or home of tbe party with whom 
you want to. converse. Then, being 
connected, you eall hie attention and 
your conversation takes piace, Now, 
something answering to this should 
take place In your soul, only tbat In 
such a car-o it is yourself that wants 
connecting with your Heavenly Father, 
seeing tbat He is ever on the look- 
out for your approach, and His ear is 
ever open to your cry. 

You can take a simpler illustration. 
When you wast to speak to the Cap- 
lain ahout any mnttpr wh'Ch JlSS to dC 
with the corps, or some commuo who 
is sick, or some soul whom you want 
to win, you don't go outside his quar- 
ters and begin to sbout out your bus- 
iness, or ask' him to render you such 
servlco as you desire.
